This declaration of “principle” on pub lic works 
was made at the repub lican governors’ St. Louis 
conference: 
“When and if, in case of national necessity, 
there are pub lic works which may properly b e 
the province of b oth federal and state or local 
governments, then grants in aid should b e 
made b y the federal government to states, or 
through them, to their local government, with­ 
out conditions which invade the authority of 
the state or local government.” 
One might inquire if that declaration of “princi­ 
ple” should dictate that the federal government 
should turn over to democratic b oss, Kelly, vast 
amounts of federal funds in Chicago without limita- 
tios or condition—or to democratic b oss, Hague, 
In Jersey City—b osses these same repub lican gov­ 
ernors so b itterly assail. 
That could b e amplified 
all the way down the line. 
There are repub lican 
b osses in the local communities as well as demo­ 
cratic b osses. 
All that adds up to is that 26 governors sat 
down and cried out: 
“Why isn’t all this b usiness handled through 
my hands to my everlasting glory and political 
power?" 
But even more thoughtful Americans should 
recognize that any program of conservation of 
natural resources would b e transformed from de­ 
lib erate, careful, long-time planning and lab or into 
the hit-and-miss system and crazy-quilt patch­ 
work of unforeseen economic emergecy. 
There, in that language, is a death kiss for 
any national program of the conservation of natural 
resources.

In mid-week, the weather man promised mod­ 
erate to heavy rains over much of the state.

HAVE A HEART! 


It’s a good work horse—American private en­ 
terprise—a work horse that has served the Ameri­ 
can people well. If it turned its head in the harness 
and looked around at 26 repub lican “drivers,” at­ 
tending Governor Dewey’s governors’ conference 
in St. Louis, its action should not b e interpreted 
as meaning that it was b ecoming as b alky as a 
Missouri mule.

The depression 
hit this country in 19 29 when Herb ert Hoover was 
in the White House. As a m atter b oth of historic 
record and common knowledge, it grew steadily 
worse until the fall of 19 42. Not even the staunch­ 
est of repub lican partisans would undertake to 
defend Mr. Hoover’s honest, well-meant b ungling 
in tho.se depression years. 
And if Mr. Dewey 
would b e honest enough to make that the chief 
issue, he isn’t likely to get very far. 
Due allowance, naturally, should b e made for 
campaign extravagances.

It’s a phony prosperity, Mr. Dewey said, b y 
inference. That may b e, b ut was ever anything 
more phony than the glittering paradise of the re­ 
pub lican twenties, with two chickens in every pot 
and the ab olition of the poorhouse just around 
the corner? At this time, when the American peo­ 
ple have so much at stake, this nonsense is dis­ 
tressing. 
Neb raska is doing pretty well. Its farmers are 
paying their deb ts. 
They are wiping out their 
mortgages. They are getting their house in order. 
They are in b etter condition today than they have 
b een in years; partly due to the lower interest 
rates for which the Roosevelt administration and 
it alone is responsib le, partly due to b etter prices 
for more than a decade, and in the last four years 
due to b etter crops, for which nature and not po­ 
litical parties are responsib le. 
Perhaps, there is something in this impending 
campaign that calls for distortion, falsification, 
cheap innuendo and untruthful appeals to fear. 
Mr. Roosevelt had not solved the unemployment 
prob lem: he at b est had only temporarily relieved 
it. Private enterprise had not solved the unem­ 
ployment prob lem; even at the height of the Hoover 
era. It was pretty aggravated then.

Most Americans b elieve in the system of private 
enterprise and of capitalism. They would resent 
any unfulfillab le claims for it which in the end 
only could result in its injury. 
What Mr. Dewey most needs now and very 
b adly; what President Roosevelt has needed on 
occasions; is to take the smart young men, who 
coin “catch phrases,’ ’b y their ears and spank hell 
out of them. They are a plague on all political 
houses and an ab omination to the world. 
Mr. Dewey will do well to talk more ab out 
what he is going to do and less ab out what the 
other fellow has failed to do.

THE MACHINE AGE; ITS 
USES, LIMITATIONS. IN DIAGNOSIS 
The patient who is always so 
anxious to have the doctor b uck 
up a machine in order to make a 
diagnosis is suffering from a deep 
seated conviction that the machine 
is more accurate than the human 
b eing who is the diagnostician. 
And one reason that idea is false 
is that the machine simply fur­ 
nishes some data, 
some 
facts, 
which have to go through the 
diagnostician’s human mind b e­ 
fore they can b e interpreted, b e­ 
fore they fall into the right cate­ 
gory to form the proper conclu­ 
sion. 
The other and perhaps b etter 
reason such ideas are erroneous 
is that no machine on earth is as 
delicate and as b eautifi^ly com­ 
petent as the diagnostician’s hu­ 
man eye. 
Extension of Vision. 
The 
b asis 
of 
judgments 
is 
largely the conditions which his 
eye has b rought to him. Some­ 
times, as in the case of disease of 
the chest or the ab domen where 
it is located so deep the eye can­ 
not see it, he depends on his fin­ 
gers and his ears. 
That is why any extension of 
vision is of such great value in 
medical work. We have had a good 
many such extensions in the last 
few years. Indeed the great value 
of the X-ray is that it is merely 
an extension of our eyes into 
opaque tissue. It reveals what we 
might see in b ones, lungs, heart 
and stomach if we could tear aside 
the flesh. But it is n o more than 
just the human eye operating 
under exceedingly favorab le cir­ 
cumstances. 
Then we have hqd quite an ar­ 
ray of extensions of the eye into 
the cavities of the b ody b y means 
of electric lighted 
instruments. 
The ophthalmoscope to see the 
retina of the eye was the first of 
these. Then came the otoscope to 
see the eardrum, and the laryngo­ 
scope to see the vocal cords. And 
then a series of eyes on sticks that 
could b e thrust into the darks re­ 
cesses of the b ody, the cystoscope 
to see the inside of the b ladder 
and the proctoscopei to see the in­ 
side of the rectum. 
Perltonesoope and Oastroscope. 
The latest of these extensions of 
the eye are the peritoneoscope and 
the gastroscope. 
The peritoneoscope is an electric 
lighted stick which can b e thrust 
through a minute opening in the 
ab dominal wall and b y moving it 
around can b e put into position to 
see all the prgans of that region. 
Surgeons have long had a proced­ 
ure they called an exploratory la­ 
parotomy. 
The gastroscope performs the 
same function for the inside of 
the stomach.

“The real shortage of beef has 
not been in u tility beef, bu t in 
the better qu ality beef, which is 
the kind of beef the p ublic w ants 
and has been accustom ed to bu y­ 
ing. 
“To actu ally clarify and relieve 
the beef situ ation, the OPA should 
increase the ceiling p rice by at 
least $1 p er hu ndred on good cat­ 
tle. Good cattle are now selling 
from $1 to $2 p er hu ndred above 
the ceiling p rice, w hich fact shows 
p lainly th a t beef p rices are' get­ 
ting alarm ingly ou t of the con­ 
trol of p rice regu lation officials. 
“This intolerable situ ation should 
be recognized by the OPA and 
som ething definite should be done 
to correct it at once. Such a p rice 
stru ctu re is 
resu lting 
in 
very 
heavy losses to p rocessors and is 
also creating considerable 
con­ 
fusion and u ncertainty throu ghou t 
the entire indu stry, and should 
not be p erm itted to continue. 
Urges H igher Celling. 
"It is logical th a t p rices being 
p aid for good beef should be the 
legitim ate p rice, and only by es­ 
tablishing a higher ceiling can 
the illegim ate sale of beef be 
curbed. 
"This would also restore con­ 
fidence to the feeders, now woe­ 
fu lly lacking, and encourage the 
m ovem ent of feeder cattle to the 
feed lots for finishing. This is 
definitely essential if consum ers 
get the usual am ou nt of beef this 
w inter and next year. 
"I am qu ite su re,” Mr. Howard 
concluded, “that the livestock in­ 
du stry as a w hole realizes that 
p rices should not be p erm itted to 
get out of bounds and that they 
should be held w ithin reasonable 
lim itations.’ ’
